In response to the board of 
trustees’ appointment, Dr. War- 
burton said, ‘‘I know Chaffey 
College favorably and well, I 
am looking forward to joining 
the Chaffey College family and 
being a member of its com- 
munity,”’ 

He will succeed Harry D, 
Wiser, top administrative officer 
here for the past four years, 

Dr, Wiser earlier resigned to 
accept an offer to serve as exe- 
cutive secretary of the Accredit- 
ing Commission for Junior Col- 
leges at the end of this academic 
year, The office is an adminis- 
trative arm of the Western As- 
sociation of Schools and Colleges,

USD kindergarten 
registration dates 


The Upland School District will 
hold kindergarten registration 
for the next school year on the 
dates of May 12, 13 and 14 dur- 
ing the hours of 9-12 and 1-4 


each day, Registration will be 
held at all nine elementary 
schools, 


Children who will be five years 
of age on or before December 2, 
1970, will be eligible for kinder- 
garten on September 14, 1970, 
Proof of age is a prerequisite 
for kindergarten registration, 
Such proof should be in the form 
of a birth certificate or baptismal 
certificate, 

It is also necessary that verifi- 
cation that the child has received 
at least one dose of polio vac- 
cine - Salk, oral (Sabin), or Tri- 
valent - be presented unless a 
written statement by a licensed 
Physician indicates that the 
child’s physical condition does 


not permit immunization, or a 
Statement signed by parent or 
guardian that immunization is 
against his/her belief is sub- 
mitted, 

Bring a record of the date 
your child received immuniza- 
tion for diphtheria, whooping 
cough, tetanus, and smallpox, 
as well as the name of your 
family physician, 

In addition, all pupils being 
admitted to California Schools for 
the first time must present evi- 
dence of immunity to measles 
(Rubeola) either as a result of 
having had measles, or of hav- 
ing been immunized against 


measles, There are certain ex- 
emptions from the immunization 
requirement if immunization is 
against the beliefs of the parent 
or guardian, or for medical rea- 
sons as 
physician,

Dr, Warburton was born in 
San Francisco, May 30, 1910, 
and attended Madera Public 
Schools, His wife, Lina Jane, 
is another California native and 
Pomona College product, 

The Warburtons have three 
children and 4 grandchildren,

The ultimate goal for all of 
the requests was to establish a 
mobile home park, The matter 
before the city bodies was zone 
changes and annexation, The mo- 
bile home park was to be con- 
sidered later under a CUP, 


Both at the Planning Commis- 
Sion and previous council meet- 
ings an attempt to unravel the 
matter was made, Into this con- 
fusing situation was injected the 
Objections of a substantial num- 
ber of people who did not want a 
mobile home park to go on that 
slot of land, 


Finally, the Planning Commis- 
sion gave the project a go-ahead 
after hearing only the pre-zone 
change, 


The matter then came to the 
council Monday night and during 
the public hearing, Blanton again 
spoke for the firm he represented 
and presented slides of a mobile 
home park and answered numer-~ 
ous questions about it, 


Many residents in and near the 
area voiced their opinions against 
locating a mobile home park on 
the site, The matter of taxation, 
crowding and degrading property 
values, were raised by the resi- 
dents, 


Blanton said the area was in 
the proposed Foothill Freeway 
area and was compatible with 
the agriculture that is now there, 


Councilman Max Hawking said 
he would not approve the zone 
change and commit himself tothe 
CUP for a mobile home park, 


Mayor George Gibson was op- 
posed to a mobile home park and

zoning,” 


Councilman John MeCarthy 
asked a special zone be set up 
for trailer parka inetead of pre« 
zoning and then using R-3-3600, 


After much discussion, the

Under oral communications, 
the council voted to rescind the 
motion without prejudice after 
the husband of the owner of the 
property said they would be will- 
ing to take just the pre-zone 
change with R-3-3600, The mate

This action changed the course of the citizens attitude, If this group 
could get things done so could they. 


Contrary to belief by some, changes can be positive and constructive. 


Many new civic orientated programs are underway or anticipated and 
they involve people, Here are some of the programs that will be developed 
over the months, 

l. Citizens have been asked to serve on appointive commissions and 

may submit their names to the council if they feel qualified to serve. 

2. The parks and recreation commission will have their own chairman 

without a councilman’s supervision and will seek citizens answers to the 

complex recreation and prak programs, 

3, The high school students have asked to actively participate in the 

council and on city commissions, as well as to observe the workings of 

the city all year around, in addition to Student Government Day held annually. 

4. The chamber of commerce industrial committee has been studying 

zoning and planning with the Planning Dept. and will shortly make re- 

commendations to the Planning Commission, 

5, The chamber of commerce has shown a forward looking leadership 

in getting necessary programs underway and in formulating goals for the 

business community. he Downtown Merchants Association has also 
taken leadership in the development of overall goals for the downtown area. 

7. The People For Parks Committee has conducted a campaign to pass a 

Park Bond Issue in June, They are a hard working crew and are all 

volunteers from many organizations throughout the city. 

8 The Upland School citizens committee have worked long hours in 

studying the district’s budget and have made recommendations to the 

board, 


Finally, there has been more interest than ever shown in citizen’s parti- 
cipation in the city government and the schools. Inthe past few months 
a “standing room only” crowd have attended council, commission and school 
board meetings and voiced their opinions. 


There is interest shown in developing parks by citizens and service 
clubs and many have already formulated plans to help out. 


It is gratifying to see the pall of apathy lift and citizens participating, 
we salute these citizens and encourage them to keep up their interest in 
helping Upland grow,

Our Man In Washington

WASHINGTON -- Police stand by under orders not to interfere while rioting 
mobs loot and burn stores ,,. university officials watch while rampaging stu- 
dents roam across campus breaking windows and overturning cars ,..4 judge 
smiles down at a youthful offender before him and mildly urges him to mend his 
ways , ,, a father gives his son a new sports car because he ‘‘wants’’ it... 

All familiar stories onthe American scene, seen almost daily in the nation’s 
press, And all come under the common heading of ‘‘permissivness,"’ an insidi- 
ous thing that some sociologists say might eventually lead to the end of man as 
a species, 

There is a parallel between man andthe animal kingdom and in the matter of 
permissivness, man might well look ro and emulate his less-developed cou- 
sins... if he would survive, 

You don’t find much permissitvness in the animal world where a hostile en- 
vironment demands harsh discipline for survival, Old fashioned ways of up- 
bringing have kept mammals going for some 70 million years, It is nothing 
short of conceit for homo sapien -- youngest of the mammals -~ to imagine 
he can survive without discipline, 


PARENTAL DISCIPLINE in the animal world is a marvel to observe, 
These creatures survive through the knowledgeable use of instinct passed 
down to them through countless generations -- an instinct that remains even 
after an animal is living within the safety of a zoo, 

You see young monkeys and baboons being chastized by parents who, un- 
learned in the ways of child psychology, often turn the youngsters across their 
knees and paddle them -- much as human beings once did in the olden days, 
It is amazing how many animals clout their young -- from hippos to grizzly 
bears, Others enforce discipline by biting or shaking, 

The despised jackal is a most conscientious mother and will defend her young 
to death against hopeless odds, She spends most of her waking hours teaching 
her young to survive where nearly every hand is against them, 

A strict disciplinarian, the jackal mother uses her sharp teeth to keep 
junior in line, knowing instictively from generations of experience that the 
jackal must be a solitary animal to survive, When the cubs reach maturity, 
the mother takes them far from home, And when their attention is directed 
elsewhere, she whirls and runs -- leaving them for the rest of their lives to 
fend for themselves, 


IS THERE a lesson here for the human parent and child? Parents of the 
wild have to be tough and insist on t ss and self-sufficiency in their 
young, Their ‘‘cruelness"’ is, in reality, a “‘kindness,"’ just as many parents 
— have instinctively known when wielding the strap, 

he mother otter knows her young must swim to survive -- and she teaches 
them, Patiently, she shows junior how it's done before she insists he take the 
plunge, He rides on her stomach while she paddles on her back, Then suddenly 
she submerges and junior is on his own -- he becomes a swimmer, 

An 4 stows a bit of juicy carcass on a ledge across from the nest of 
young, The young, having been starved for this event, see the carcass, mouths 
ae In their excitement, they fall and frantically spread their wings -- 


fly, 

The zebra within a few hours after birth must keep up with the herd if he 
is to survive, While mother lions _~ bring meat to their young in a cave 
the baby zebra must be on his feet ready to move y -- or die, And 
the zebra parents see that junior does what is expected of him -- by shoulder- 
ing, bumping and nipping his tender hide, 


WHERE IN all this is there room for permissivness? It is no argument to 
say that man’s intelligence makes the exception, Intelligence is not Strong 
to counter the lessons taught by experience and knowledge, instinc- 

tive ¢ h it may be, 

From a strictly biological point of view, permissivness is ‘‘out’’ in the 
animal m and its prevalence in the human society might be a dire 
threat, The animal record of survival is a long one and there is no place in 
that record that even suggests permissivness could be tolerated,

The parents of three 
abandoned children now 
being cared for in foster 
homes of the Los Angeles 
County Department of 
Adoptions, are urged to 
contact Department 
to either claim back their 
children or provide the 
agency with information 
about them which would 
facilitate being placed for 
adoption, Supervisor 
Ernest E, Debs, chairman 
of the County Board of 
Supervisors, has announ - 
ced, 

According to Walter A, 
Heath, Director of ‘the 
Department of Adoptions, 
‘If adoption for their 
child in each case is the 
parents’ decision , back - 
ground information about 
the child is necessary to 
insure prompt placement 
in a good adoptive home, 
The information about the 
chiid, which the parents 
alone can give, will help 
him greatly to have a 
good start in life and se- 
cure his future,”’ 

The three children 
were abandoned within a 
recent three-month per - 
iod, The first was found 
last Christmas Eve in a 
bundle placed on the door- 
step of Saint Vincent's 
Church at Adams Boule - 
vard and Figueroa Street 
in Los Angeles, It was a 
brown - eyed, bdlack- 
haired baby girl, seem - 
ingly of racial mixture, 
fair in coloring and pretty 
and looking none the 
worse for her being ex- 
posed in the chilly even- 


ing. She was comfortably 
wra and had a full 
day 8 supply of milk, She 
was about a week old and 
weighed eight pounds, A 
docotr pronounced her in 
good condition, She was 
placed in a foster home 
where she has remained 
since, 

The second was a baby 
boy, hardly three months 
old, that a young girl 
placed into the arms of a 
total stranger at Maple 
and Fifth Streets in Los 
Angeles , in the early 
afternoon of last January 
6. “I'll be back,’ the 
girl told the surprised 
woman as she quickly dis- 
appeared among the 
passers-by, but she nei - 
ther returned for her 
baby, nor was she ever 
seen again, The baby, 
wearing a comfortable 
sweater, appeared to be of 
Mexican or American In- 
dian descent. 

A month laver, §1 32 
afternoon of February 8, 
a Sunday, a man anony - 
mously notified the police 
over the telephone, that 
he had left his baby in 
back of a liquor store at 
11935 Inglewood Boule - 
vard, The police found 
a white baby girl ina box, 
Snugly wrapped in swea - 
ter and blanket, The doc- 
tor who examined her 
found her well, and deter- 
minded that she was just 
about two days old, 

The careful way in 
which the parents of all 
three babies protected 
them from the elements 


by getting them dressed 
in warm, comfortable 
clothing, indicated that 
they were parents who 
lowed and cared but who, 
for one reason or another, 
were forced to take the 
Sad step of abandoning 
them, 

The parents need not 
have taken such drastic 
measures, had they known 
that to needy young 
mothers, assistance in- 
— counseling and fi - 
nancial aid could be pro- 
vided either by the Pro- 
tective Services of the 
County’s Department of 
Public Social Services, 
or by the Los Angeles 
County Department of 
Adoptions, 

All three children are 
normal and healthy, re- 
ceiving excellent care in 
foster homes of the De- 
partment of Adoptions, 
As is usually the case in 
all abandonment of child- 
ren by parents, each child 
has been given a “‘Cer- 
tificate of Finding’’ is - 
sued by the County Health 
Departmnet, The certifi - 
cate carriers a name 
chosen for the child, and 
a birthdate determined as 
close as possible to the 
real date, The certifi- 
cate is a necessary step 
to make the child eligible 
for adoption, 

Would adoption be what 
the parents want for their 
children? Or, would they 
care to get them back? 
The Department of Adop- 
tions must know immed - 
iately and it is therefore

The planet Jupiter is 
composed primarily of 
hydrogen and belium and 


is thus very much Like 
a star in ite chemical 
composition; in particu- 


lar, very similar to our 
special star, the sun, 

According to Dr, To-~ 
bias Owen of the Ilinots 
Inatitute of Technology In 
Chicago, this giant planet 
in ita present state of 
development may be a 
type of solar fosail re- 
taining the relative abun- 
dance of chemical ele- 
ments in ite make-up that 
existed in the primordial 
nebula from which our 
solar syatem was formed, 

This. possibility has in~ 
terest beyond ita cosmo~- 
logical significance from 
the standpoint of theor- 
jes of the origin and ev- 
olution of life. 

It is commonly agreed, 
writes Dr, Owen in “Sci- 
ence,” that life originated 
on the earth under con- 
ditions very different 
from those we krmw to~ 
day. The primitive at- 
mosphere of the earth 
“may have been composed 
mainly of methane and 
ammonia-~-gases that are 
known (tO exist on Jupi-~ 
ter, 

Experimenta in which 
electrical sparks are sent 
through mixtures of me-~- 
thane, ammonia, and wa- 
ter vapor (and it le now 
virtually certain that 
there is water on Jupi- 
ter) have led to the for- 
mation of Complex organ- 
i¢ compounds that are 
considered eexsential pre- 
cursors to the develop- 
ment of life, 

Cémponenta are ob- 
tained by microsurgery 
under the microscope or 
by high+sapeed centri- 
fugation that separates 
cell parta from one anoth- 
er, 

None of the parts from 
which the new cells were 
assembled can survive on 
their own; within a short 
time after a cell is dis- 
assembled, the nucleus, 
cytoplaam, and cell mem-~ 
brane disintegrate, 

Basic procedures of 
reassembly are removal 
of the nucleus from one 
cell; then moat of the cy- 
toplasm remaining ie re- 
moved to the extent that 
the part remaining could 
not survive even if a new 
nucleus were inserted in- 
to it; “refilling” the mem-~ 
brane with new cyto- 
plaam; and insertion of 
the nucleus taken from 
another cell, 

The success of these 
reassembly experiments 
means that scientists now 
have the technical ability 
to assemble amgbas 
which contain any desired 
combination of compo- 
nenta, This capability in 
turn Can be used to test 
the condition of particular 
cell components, and per- 
haps give more precise 
information on how cell 
components, relate to one 
another in a functional

MD-DO 
controversy 


SACRAMENTO - The 
Third District, Court of 
Appeals here has issued 
a far-reaching ruling that 
in effect means that a 
1962 enactment which all 
but aboliahed osteopathic 
practice in the state may 
be unconstitutional, 

In the ruling handed 
down by Justice A.E, Bray 
and concurred in by Pre- 
aiding Justice Fred R, 
Pierce and Justice Edwin 
J, Regan, the appellate 
court reversed the rul- 
ings of a superior court 
which upheld an argument 
presented by the Attorney 
General's Office, . 

Alex Tobin of the Up- 

land firm of Tobin and 
Gasener, attorney of re- 
cord for the eight ped- 
tione ra who instituted the 
proceedings against the 
atate boards of medical 
and osteopathic exami - 
ners, Was ecatatic, 
- “The Appelate Court 
agreed with our argument 
all the way, They sald, 
in effect, the Board of 
Medical Examiners was 
wrong in belleving there 
was a difference the 
competence and training 
between the medical doc~- 
tor (M,D,) and a doctor 
of osteopathy (D,0O,). 

“Our whole argument 
was based on the fact that 
a physician and surgeon, 
whether he be a or 
M.D, , la equally quali- 
fidd and as such these 
men are equally entitled 
to practice thelr pro - 
feasion, These osteo- 
pathic physicians and 
surgeons were being de- 
nied thefr basic right in 
Calffornia, the only state 
in the union to do so, 

“Since the enactment, 
which practically de - 
stroyed osteopathic prac- 
tice in Oalifornia through 
attrition, not one new doc- 
tor of osteopathy has been 
licensed, 

“In a time when the 
eneral practitioner is 
Fecoming scarcer and 
scarcer, and since 80 
percent of osteopaths are 
in general practice as 
opposed to *° per cent of 

.0.8, this law, tn effect 
robbed the people of Cal- 
ifornia of doctors, No 
wonder it’s so hard to 
find a doctor willing to 
come to your home,” To- 
bin said, 

The court opinion now 
means, Tabin said, the 
Superior Court must have 
a trial, hear all the evi- 
dence and, according to 
Judge Bray’s opinion, 
must determine whether 
there is any reasonable 
a age for classi- 

ying DO's differently 
than MD's, 

If no reasonable justi- 
fication can be found, ac- 
cording to the opinion, 
then the 1962 Proposition 
22 must be held uncon- 
stitutional, 

Tobin, a political can- 
didate for San Bernardino 
Superior Court judge in 
the June 2 primary, said 
the decision also drasti- 
cally affects Proposition 
1 on the forthcoming bal- 
lot,

A person with a cause 
for legal action, Ike a 
personal injury, should 
not dawcle in pressing 
his claim, If you do not 
file a complaint or go to 
trial within certain time 
limite, the law bars later 
legal action, 

Besides, a court can 
dismiss your claim if the 
case ia delayed too long 
before crial. For ¢€x- 
ample, a case must be 
brought to actual trial 
within five years after the 
complaint ia filed or it is 
diamissed and the court 
may dismiss a case if it 
ig not tried after two 
years,

SCHOOL DISTURBANCES 


Suppose an accident 
happens at school, When 
a pupil gets hurt, is the 
school liable? Generally, 
no, but it depends, 

The school district’s 
duty is to supervise chil- 
dren on school grounds 
and to enforce its rules, 
It must also meet fore- 
seeable events and act 
with ordinary care, A 
school which fails in these 
things may well have to 
Pay damages to the in- 
jured student, 

But no school guar-~ 
antees safety; even acting 
reasonably it cannot fore- 
see a Besides, 
a school may lack money, 
for example, to patrol the 
streets, or to have all 
the safety it may want, 

For example, the law 
allows schools to have 
safety patrols at cross- 
ings, But it has no legal 
duty to protect pupils be- 
tween home and school,

A student injured by 
accident can always sue 
the student who caused the 
accident, But such stu- 
dents often cannot pay. 
To make a school Liable 
in such events, the court 
expects a showing that the 
school knew, or should 
have known, of the dang- 
ers and had failed to pro- 
tect the student properly. 

Rowdy students often 
threw things about in one 
school’s metal shop, A 
missile hurt one student 
while the teacher was out 
for a moment, He sued 
the school and collected 
damages, It had not su- 
pervised the room prop- 
erly, 

In another case, with 
no teacher present, chil- 
dren rushed onto the play- 
ground, One boy pushed 
another into a basketball 
goal . He sued the 
sch While the school 
should have had a super- 
visor there, the judge did 
not make it pay damages, 
The accident could have 
happened even with a 
supervisor on hand, 

An injured student must 
do nothing to help bring 
on his own injuries, As 
a rule he cannot collect 
damages if he had been 
warned of dangers or 
knew of them himself, 


PROMISE TO GIVE 


With exception, the law 
does not enforce, as it 
would a contract, a pro- 
mise to make agift, Pro- 
mises do not carry ‘con- 
siderations,’ that is, pro- 
mises in return, 

The promisor can re- 
voke a gift if the person 
promised does not act in 
reliance on it and there 
are no others joining in 
the project, The single 
promise or pledge is just 
an offer which can be re- 


voked unless others act 
in reliance upon it, 

Take Oswald Church 
He promised to give 
money to help anew com- 
munity hall, His pledge 
read: ‘in view of the gift 
of others, | welcome the 
privelege of eee 
$10,000,’ But Oswal 
changed his mind later, 
and the charity went to 
courr to enforce his 
pledge, Oswald said that 
when he withdrew his 
pledge, the charity had 
done nothing in reliance 
on his pledge. He had 
therefore entered no con- 
tract, At most, he said, 
his pledge was just moral, 
not a legal commitment, 





But the court said Os- 
wald was wrong. Other 
donors hac given when 
they knew that people like 
Oswald had also given to 
a project for the benefit 
of all, No one can with- 
draw without the consent 
of the others who have 
joined in the project. 

The law would enforce 
promises by an employer 
to pay a bonus to an em- 
ployer to pay a bonus to 
an employee, for exam- 
ple, if in reliance on the 
promise he had worked 
hard and refused other 
jobs, Even though the 
bonus is a gift, the em- 
ployees reliance on the 
promise makes it binding.

the seven Western states,

the level of a decade ago, 


It is estimated that, 
nationally, steel out- 
put will increase at the 
average annual rate of 
about three per cent in the 
next decade, If the steel 
industry in San Bernar- 
dino grows at the same 
rate, then total steel out- 
put in the county will in- 
crease to about four mil- 
lion tons by 1980, 


The most serious prob- 
lem currently facing the 
steel industry, Baughn 
gald, is the growing 
competition from  im- 
ports, In 1968 imports 
(mainly from Japan) ac- 
counted for nearly 28 per 
cent of the western steel 
market and the percen- 
tage is ateadily increas- 
ing. 


In assessing the long- 
term outlook for acro- 
space-electronics in the 


region, Haughn said two 
points should be empha- 
sized; (1) the area has 


been a late entry into 
this industry compared 
with other acrospace 


electronics centers of 
California and ranks only 
aixth in the state, and (2) 
about one out of every 
four manufacturing work- 
ers in the area is at- 
tached to this industry 
group, compared with the 
statewlde average ‘of one 
in three, 


Baughn said the pros- 
pects for growth in the 
aerospace - electronics 
complex are obscured by 
the war in Vietnam as well 
aa by the increased em- 
phasis on defense cut- 
backs, Over the long 
rage, however, many in-

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‘American’ key word 
for antique collectors 


“American’’ has be- 
come the key word in 
today’s antique market, 
reflecting a fascination 
with the American past 
which replaces a former 
interest in Europeanties, 
according to a lecturer in 
the UCLA Extension ser- 
ies on “‘Survey of Amer- 
ican Antiques, ° 

The interest in things 
American is noted by Dr, 
Phillip E, Frandson, as - 
sociate dean of UCLA Ex- 
tension, who spoke re- 
cently in the Leo S, Bing 
theater of the Los Angeles 
County Museum of Art, 
5905 Wilshire Blvd. 

Dr, Frandson grew u 
surrounded by some of 
the prized antiques of to- 
day, in the heart of Amer- 
ica’s Great Plains farm- 


land, As it later devel - 
oped, he had a certain 
insight as to which of 


these objects would prove 
to be of lasting signifi - 
cance, 

He began saving old 
butter paddles and other 
wooden utensils such as 
an early 18th Century 
snow shovel, and a set of 
sauerkraut forks, A8s 
Grandmother discarded, 
he collected, 

There were the tin 
lighting fixtures, the 
punched tin teapot, gray 
granite kitchenware, fruit 
jars, Beginning with 
these first objects, today 
his home is a treasure- 
house of unusual and 
hard-to-find antiques that 
tell the story of America, 

Dr, Frandson observes 
that Americans are 
‘‘moving into an ear in 
which virtually any func- 
tional item is becoming 
a collectible item,”’ 

Americans today are 
collecting items which 
are ‘‘uniquely and speci- 
fically American, ali the 
way from gum wrappers 
to psychedelic art, light- 
ing devices, and adver - 
tising art,’ Frandson 
says. 

The traditioanl bound - 
ary lines which define 
value are ‘‘simply disin- 


tegrating,’’ the lecturer 
said, 

“Tt is patently clear 
to me that the generation 
of youth today have a 
different set of values, 
concerns, emotions, than 
did the people of the 19th 
Century. The things 
which capture the imagi- 
nation of youth are the 
things which | think are 
collectible,”’ 

The concern of youth 
today, more so than in 
previous generations, is 
with sight and sound, “‘It 
is now possible for youth 
to surround themselves 
with a permanent collec- 
tion of sight and sound, 
of many dimensions, and 
it is pretty advanced tech- 
nology. 

“We already see that 
the voices of a man like 
Frank Sinatra are a nos- 
talgic element in other 


people’s lives, Sinatra 
records are an instant 
antique,” 


In California there are 
also bottle collectors, and 
as an example, Avon bot- 
tles are one of the hottest 
items on today’s antique 
market, Some Avon bot- 
tles, Frandson notes, 
which are only afew years 
old sell in the hundreds 
of dollars, The same is 
true of Coca Cola bottles, 

“Coca Cola is an in- 
stant antique: today,” 
Frandson said, The fact 
that Coca Cola made a 
minor change in its 
“Jogo’’ (or trademark 
typography in 1970 puts 
all Coke advertising art 
prior to 1970 into the 
realm of history. 

“The 1970s herald a 
new era for Coca Cola 
collectors, like a new 
year’s vintage of coins,” 

Although the classical 
collector of fine furniture 
may look at these instant 
antiques with a “‘horror 
of temporariness,”’ 
Frandson believes it can- 
not be ignored that the 
instant antique has passed 
beyond the phase of being 
of fad,

‘Integration’ also means 
something to agriculture 


integration in Califor- 
nation agriculture has a 
second meaning one 
which has a social im- 
portance equal to the 
basic imerpretation, 

Integration in agricul- 
ture can mean @ systems 
approach to pest control 
and away from primary 
reliance on pesticides or 
any other single factor. 

As developed by sci- 
entists at the University 
of California at River- 
side, integration of pest 
control includes the use 
of pesticides, but equal 
emphasis is placed on 
the use of biological coo- 
trols and on manipulating 
crops in a manner that 
disturbs nature's bai- 
ance the least, 

Dr. Harold T, Rey- 
nolds, chairman of the 
university's entomology 
department, told the 
Council of California 
Growers this integration 
approach to pest control 
has made some signifi- 
cant achievements, 

it kept applications of 
pesticides to low levels 
when the spotted alfalfa 
aphid was brought under 


comtrol several years 
ago. This has great im- 
portance because the al- 
falfa is a prime ingred- 
ient in the production 
of milk, 

Biological control 
(where the bad bug’s na- 
ural enemies are un- 
leashed), cultural pract- 
ices and the development. 
of resistant alfalfa var- 
ieties, plus selective pes- 
ticides, all play important 
roles in controlling the 
pest, Reynolds said, 

Dr. Reynolds believes 
integrated control in most 
crops is just a matter 
of time, 

The use of these inte- 
grated controls minim- 
izes the development of 
resistant strains of bugs, 
encourages the growth of 
beneficial insects, helps 
control potential pollution 
problems, and helps hold 
down production costs, 
All of these, of course, 
are beneficial to both 
agriculture and the gen- 
eral economy, 

Dr, Reynolds predicts 
that the future will bring 
a number of additional 
breakthroughs in man’s 















efforts to control injur- 
ious insects, Amoung 
these many be s¢€x 4att- 
ractants, juvenile hor- 
mones and sterilization of 
male pests, 

“A progressive agri - 
culture is needed to con- 
tinwe to feed a growing 
population,”” ©, W, Fill- 
erup, exective vice pres- 
ident of the Council of 
Califernia Growers, 
commented, ““These con- 
tinuing efforts to develop 
better pest control pro- 
grams, and to minimize 
the use of chemical con- 
trols is typical of agri- 
culture's progressive ap- 
proach to this problem.”’
